The Cessna was spotted Sunday 


by Capt. R. C. Jude, piloting a 
British Overseas Airways airliner. 
He said it was about 300 yards 
from the Victoria Nile river, three 
miles below the falls, and in the 
middle of scrub trees and thick 
brush. He said that he saw no signs 
of life but that the aircraft didn't 
appear badly damaged.

In "Good" Condition

reported today in good condition 
at KSB hospital, having miracu- 
ously escaped death when the car 
collided with an Illinois Central 
freight train at about 6:25 p.m., 
Saturday. 


The collision occurred ms the two

Coroner Robert Preston said to- 


day Hazelwood testified that the 
brakes on the car failed when he 
rted to avoid the fatal collision 
with the northwest-bound freight.

France, Britain

recessed until Tuesday. The first day's session lasted nearly 
four hours. 


U. S. Secretary of State 


Dulles presided as chairman 
of the first session. He re- 
served the views of the U. S. 
government for Tuesday.

France's Plea 


A plea by Fi-ance to negate Ger-

A proposal by Britain to search 


for further, 'fresh guarantees to 
Moscow that she is safe from any 
rumored or imaginary aggression 
from the West. 


Russia's master of diplomatic 


shadow boxing, V. M. Molotov, 
brought up the rear with the final 
declaration of the day. 


The French-British stand, back- 


ing up Dulles' previous policy 
statements, ran sharply counter to 
the views of Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister V. M. Molotov. 


The meeting—the ninth the coun- 


cil of foreign ministers has held 
since 1945—was held in the Allied 
Control Authority building in the 
American sector. 


Treaties Are First 


"In my opinion," Bidault said, 


"our debates should deai with con- 
crete problems, suspectible of 
quick solution ... it is clear that 
the two pillars of a European 
agreement are the German and 
Austrian peace treaties." 


Repeating the general line taken 


by the Western powers that a solu- 
tion in Europe first should be 
taken up, he called for free elec- 


tions in Germany through which a 
government would be chosen for a 
united country. Answering Rus- 
sian arguments of the past that a 
provisional German government 
should be set up which in turn 
should control the elections, Bi- 
dault said: 


"It is clear to us from the dem- 


ocratic point of view that it is the 
election which makes the govern- 
ment and not the government 
which makes the elections." 


Pleading for restoration of Ger- 


many into the European family, 
Bidault said the 1945 Potsdam ac- 
cord clearly intended that "Ger- 
many should not' be left isolated 
in the heart of the continent" and 
should not be allowed "to revive 
an aggressive militarism."

Wants'Experimental* 
Plan for Low Income 
Families Be Initiated 


WASHINGTON GP)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower today gave 
congress an eight-point pro- 
gram for revising 
federal 


housing laws with the de- 
clared aim of providing "good 
housing in good neighbor- 
borhoods" for every Ameri- 
can. 


Eisenhower urged authorization 


of four more years of public hous- 
ing, with -140,000 new units to bt 
started. The rate, 35,000 a year, 
is the one now authorized. 


But this program, the President 


said in a special message to Con- 
gress, should be coupled with "a 
new and experimental" plan to en- 
courage p r i v a t e enterprise to 
meet the needs of low income fam- 
ilies. The government should un- 
derwrite longer - term mortgages 
with lower down payments for- 
families left homeless by slum 
clearance, he said. 


Should be Competitive 


The proposed, stem-to-stern over- 


haul of the housing program should 
be based. Eisenhower said, on "full 
and effective utilization of our com* 
petitive economy." 


Calling for alum eradication and 


a new-home building level high 
enough to insure "the economic 
aM social well being of our coun- 
try" Eisenhower called for: 


Federal loan funds totaling 709 


million dollars and money for 
grants up to 250 million dollars, to 
be made available to cities to reno- 
vate decaying areas and eliminate 
existing slums. 


Federal Housing Administration 


mortgage insurance to help home 
owners rehabilitate aging houses 
in declining neighborhoods. 


FHA financing for the purchase 


of old houses as favorable to the 
buyer as the down-payment and 
mortgage terms on new houses. 


Increasing the FHA loan insur- 


ance for repair and modernization 
from $2,500 to $3,000, and giving 
home-owners five years instead of 
three years to repay. 


Urges Reorganization 


Reorganizing the government's 


Federal National Mortgage Assn., 
which bolsters housing credit by 
buying mortgages from banks and 
other lenders. The President prd- 
posed to convert it gradually to 
private instead of federal control. 


Reorganizing the housing agen- 


cies to eliminate "cumbersome" 
and "inefficient" operation. 


The President adopted in his 


message most of-the recommenda- 
tions submitted Dec. 15 by his 23- 
member Housing Advisory Com- 
mittee headed by Albert M. Cole, 
administrator of the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency. 


But the President was less spe- 


cific than the committee. It, for 
instance, proposed an "experiment- 
al" low-cost home financing plan 
that would provide for no down 
payments and a 40-year repayment 
period instead of the present 25 or 
30-year maximum on FHA-insured 
mortgages. 


Details Later 


Eisenhower said Cole will pre- 


sent to Congress further details on 
the administration's program to 
correct various defects" in tht 


country's housing program. 


Noting that 19 million of tht 


existing city dwellings art more 
than 30 years old, Eisenhower em* 
phasized the need for preventing 
"slums and blight." 


"Our housing deficiencies con- 


tinues to bt serious," ht said. 
'Millions of our people still livt ia 
slums. Millions more live in run- 
down, declining neighborhoods. 


"The 
national interest demand* 


the elimination of slum condition* 
and the rehabilitation of decllamf 
neighborhoods."

Foreign Trade Problem Defied 


Commission Study 


The idea looked good. He was new in office. He faced 


more problems than any man just taking on such a job, par- 
ticularly one who had spent his life soldiering, could be ex- 
pected to master in a few months. 
So President Eisenhower in 1953 appointed one commis- 


sion after another to examine the problems on which he- 
would have to make recommendations to congress in 1954. 


The ideal result for Eisenhower would be something like 


this:

Each commission would be composed of men who started 


out with a full range of different views but, after uncovering 
the realities in months of investigation, would turn in a 
unanimous report. 


It would be truly ideal if such a commission contained, 


beside private citizens, Democratic and Republican members 
of congress who wound up in harmony and unanimity. This 
would practically smother opposition in congress when Eisen- 
hower sent it his recommendations. 


Unfortunately for Eisenhower, commissions don\t al- 


ways produce that ideal result. That was demonstrated 
when the 17-man commission on foreign economic policy gave 
him a report shot through with deep disagreement. 
*

* 


This commission had two main fields of study; foreign 


aid and trade. 
In 1930, over the protest of more than 1,000 economists, 


former President Hoover signed into law the Hawley-Smoot 
bill passed by a Republican-controlled congress and setting 
record high" tariffs against foreign imports. 


Within two years 25 countries had established retalia- 


tory tariffs. By that time the depression, which had started 
in 1929, was in full swing. 


When the Democrats came in Secretary of State Cordell 


Hull was able to persuade the Democratic congress, in the 
hope of reviving world trade, to pass the reciprocal trade 
agreements acts of 1934. 


This allowed the president to cut tariffs on a country's 


goods provided such a country returned the favor by lower- 
ing tariffs on American goods. 
*

The problem then—still a problem, since the reciprocal 


trade act still stands—was to encourage trade by tariff cut- 
ting without letting in goods that would do damage, or much 
damage, to American industry. 


But before this country was well out of the depression, 


the war came, and with it American lend-lease, which put 
trade on the shelf. When trade resumed after the war, this 
country moved to help foreign countries with loans or out- 
right grants to get their economies going at the same time 
provide them with dollars to buy American goods. 


Since 1949 American economic aid, steadily overshad- 


owed by military aid, has been decreasing. Some members 
of congress want it ended altogether. And last year Eisen- 
hower faced the question: Should the reciprocal trade act, 
scheduled to die in 1953 unless congress renewed it, be kept 
alive to stimulate international business? Some of the Re- 
publicans wanted it ended.* 
* 
* 


Eisenhower induced congress to renew it for one more 


year at least, while he got the study commission started. To 
commission members were heads of the congressional com- 
mittees handling tariff questions, and both Republicans: 
Sen. Millikin of Colarod and Rep. Daniel A. Reed of New 
York. 


Both Reed and Millikin were in strong dissent on much 


of the commission's report, which, among other things, sug- 
gested keeping the reciprocal trade act three more years and 
lowering many tariffs. 


So now, after six months of work by the commission, 


the whole problem of aid and trade will be examined again 
in congress, no matter what Eisenhower recommends, with 
Millikin and Reed leading the examining.

Correct defense against a no- 


trump contract usually consists in 
leading your best suit and keeping 
up the attack with that suit at 
every opportunity. Eventually you 
will establish your suit and be able 
to cash low-card tricks as well as 
the few high cards that your side 
may have.

to this rule. The correct defense 
was to take just enough tricks in 
the suit that was opened—and then 
the defense had to shift to a differ- 
ent suit.

In specific answer to these ques- 


tions, it can be said that diet is 
the most important treatment, but 
exercise, not necessarily abdomi- 
nal alone, is usually helpful. Medi- 
cation should be used sparingly, if 
at all, and X-ray treatments would 
not help at all. 


One thing which needs to be said 


about chronic constipation is that 
it is not as common as many peo- 
ple appear to think. It is too often 
confused with spastic colon, which 
is commonly characterized with al- 
ternate periods of diarrhea and 
constipation. 


What causes'true constipation? 


Improper training and neglect, es- 
pecially in childhood, appear to 
have a great deal to do with it. 
Failure to set aside a regular time 
of day for bowel movement is un- 
doubtedly the cause of much trou- 
ble. 


Poor diet can and often does 


cause constipation. Too many peo- 
ple gulp their food down without 
allowing enough time for their 
meals. Some foods are so highly 
refined they do not contain the 
bulk necessary at times.

Treatment of simple constipa- 


tion, unless the trouble-has begun 
in childhood or has lasted for an 
extremely long time, is usually 
satisfactory. The u n d e r l y i n g 
causes, whether diet, neglect, or 
abuse of laxatives, first has to be 
corrected. Establishing good hab- 
its by having a movement at a 
particular time of day and yielding 
to the urge when it comes are 
extremely important. Exercise like- 
wise helps to overcome constipa- 
tion.

And he not only plant- 
ed his son, Jimmy, in a Whit* 
House job at $10,000 a year and 
made him colonel of the U. S. Ma- 
rines when he didn't even know 
how to salute, but boosted the 
dead-beat 
rapscallion Elliott to 


the rank of brigadier-general and 
hatched up a legal swindle where- 
by Elliott ducked debts of about 
$300,000. The people paid the in- 
come taxes on those defaulted 
loans. There have been no com- 
parable scandals in the Trujillo ad- 
ministration in the Dominican re- 
public. 


Furthermore, at one time, Roose- 


velt had 12 relatives on the federal 
payrolls, including one impecuni- 
ous lady for whom he created a 
special post of interior decorator 
for our embassies abroad at $6,- 
0000 a year, which was appreciable 
money in those days before the 
new deal inflation, plus expenses( 
and a deluxe status wherever she 
went. So Trujillo has nothing on 
Roosevelt in the matter of nepot- 
ism and his wife's conduct has 
been incomparably more dignified 
and scrupulous. 


This is not the Anglo-Saxon Unit- 


ed States but a Latin-American Is- 
land of only 2,250,000 souls to many 
of whom the mysteries of reading 
and writing were not revealed until 
they were mature people. It is not 
for North Americans to ridicule 
them in any case, for they have 
many advantages over us including 
a strange capacity for happiness 
and friendship. 
They are abso-

The recent death of a six year 


n!d girl whose clothing was set 
afire by a lighted gas burner il- 
lustrates well that fire-resistant 
children's clothing is a wise buy. 


Such clothing usually costs some- 


what more than non-treated items, 
says Miss Edna Gray, clothing spe- 
cialist at the University of Illinois. 
But the additional safety is worth 
many times the extra cost. 


How long will such fire-resist- 


ing treatments last? A lot depends 
upon how hard you scrub your 
clothes and the kind of washing 
method you use, says Miss Gray. 
Usually, the material will stand no 
more than 10 or 12 launderings be- 
fore losing its fire-resistant quali- 
ties. 


This means, says Miss Gray, 


that children still need to be kept 
away from fire. Don't be lulled 
into letting them play carelessly 
around fire merely because their 
clothing was fire-resistant when 
Hew. 


Textile manufacturers would like 


to make all their materials fire- 
resistant. Public demand for ma- 
terials "at a price" forces them to 
continue producing some untreated 
materials or materias inadequate- 
ly treated, though. As more people 
insist on fire-resistant clothing for 
children, says Miss Gray, the cost 
of treatment will probably be low- 
ered. 


Your guide to fire-resistant cloth- 


ing is the label. Read it carefully 
to determine durability of the fin- 
ish and whether the garment meets 
your safety needs.

Dixon Woman's Club Has 
Health Talk at Meeting 


Mrs. R. Bruce Wiseman, Harvey. 111., was the speaker at the meet- 


ing of the Dixon Woman's club Saturday afternoon, Mrs. Wiseman's 
subject was "Your Doctor, Your Hospital, Your Health," a topic she 
is well qualified to speak on as she is currently serving as president of 
the Women's Hospital Auxiliaries, Illinois Hospital Association, State 
Advisory Counsellor for Illinois, American Hospital Assembly and 
president of the Women's board, Ingalla Memorial hospital. 


Mrs. Wiseman stated that one 


out of three will probably need 
hospital care and of the steps that 
are being taken by institutions such 
as railroads, unions, etc., to meet 
this need, particularly in new hos- 
pital designs that are being adopt- 
ed. For example, the Kaiser Foun- 
dation which has built a hospital 
shaped like the letter T, with pa- 
tients rooms on the outer sides. 
She told of the use of glags in hos- 
pitals and of placing babies in 
glass drawers where mothers can 
see them, but that this innovation 
is not being accepted. 


Illinois now has 241 short term 


hospitals, with 33,420 beds, and 105 
long term hospitals, either general, 
mental and allied, T.B., or federal, 
with 102,528 beds. Because of lack 
of facilities and roem in general 
hospitals there is an increasing 
trend toward caring for the aged 
and some types of chronic illness 
in nursing homes. 


Mrs. Wiseman discussed the re- 


lationship of the doctor and pa- 
tient and spoke of the definite need 
for good general practitioners. Re- 
ferral to a specialist may be initi- 
ated by either the general prac- 
tioner or the patient. A doctor must 
care for a patient he has once ac- 
cepted unless the patient consents 
to other arrangements. When a 
patient desires to withdraw from 
a doctor's care the courtesy of so 
notifying the doctor should always 
be extended.

WASHINGTON <*—Secretary of Labor Mitchell today told congress 


lie think. President Eisenhower1! proposal for a government-supervised 
secret strike vote of employes whenever a labor dispute enters the 
strike stage "is a sound one." 


Any such vote should be taken 


before a strike is called, he said, 
not after it has started. 


Mitchell, testifying before the 


senate labor commute, acknowl- 
edged under searching questions 
from Sen. Ives (R-NY) that the 
proposal "may be impractical" but 
should be tried. 


Ives termed the proposal an "ex- 


treme interference" with the inter- 
nal conduct of unions. 


As the first witness before the 


committee in its study of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's H-point Taft- 
Hartley revision program, Mitchell 
conceded the strike-vote recom- 
mendation is "a restriction on 
unions, if you will" but would 
"give individual union members 
the right to express their opinions" 
on the important strike question. 


Ives asked whether Mitchell had 


made any study of the cost of con- 
ducting separate votes among 
large groups of employes about 
5,000 times a year. Strikes are run-

Then they paraded to the Spanish 
foreign office, where Foreign Min- 
ister Alberto Martin Artajo appear- 
ed on a balcony and sang with 
them the Falange party's anthem. 


Police estimated mere were at 


least 15,000 students in the mob, 
who reportedly had been given a 
half-day holiday to stage the dem- 
onstration. 
,Even after the main clash near 
the embassy was ended, sporadic 
fighting continued for more than 
an hour as the students tried again 
and again to get to the British 
compound. 


Whipped into a frenzy of anti- 


British feeling, the students also 
attacked cars in the streets bear- 
ing British license plates, break- 
ing the windows of several.

000 taxpayers would be affected 
by the provision and that their tax 
relief would total 40 million dol- 
lars a year.
